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Organized labor’ wee called upon 
this week by President William 
Green of the A. F. of L. to re- 
double its vigilance against prof- 
iteers. 


He urged unions to join hands 
with consumers’ groups, or to 
launch consumers’ movements of 
their own, where advisable, in a 
war against runaway prices. 

Green pointed out that prices 
shot upwards in the early stages 
of the present recovery movement, 
but that the rapid rise was checked 
by the combined influence of la- 
bor, business and consumers’ or- 
ganizations. 


Labor must remain on guard 
against new price inflations, Green 
warned. 

“Watch carefully increases in 
food costs and prices of articles in 
all retail stores,” he advised all af- 
filiated unions. “Keep a record of 
price changes and keep equally 
sharp watch for changes in qual- 
ity. Reducing the quality is the 
same as increasing the price. It’s 
up to you to protect your interests.”

Ornburn Urges Holiday 


Shoppers to Purchase Only 
Articles Made in America 
By Trade Union Members 


An urgent “appeal to all con- 
sumers to demand only Amer- 
ican-made, union label prod- 
ucts every day in the year and 


buy only Christmas qifts that 
bear the union label,” was made 
by I. M. Ornburn, secretary-treas- 
urer of the American Federation 
of Labor union label trades depart- 
ment, in a radio address over the 
blue network of the National 
Broadcasting company at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Stressing the deplorable effect on 
American workers of the sale of 
cheap foreign-made products in the 
United States and the advantages 


that arise from American consum- 
ers insisting on buying American- 
made, union label products, Mr. 
Ornburn said: 


Urges Boycott of 
Foreign-Made Products 

“There is only one way we can 
be certain that we are purchasing 
a high type of merchandise and 
that is by looking for the union 
label. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the American Federation of 
Labor there isn’t any personal re- 
quirement and there isn’t anything 
that you need in your home that 
does not bear the union label. 
Union-made goods are the highest 
quality of merchandise on the 
market. Some of the merchants 
who insist on pushing Japanese 
and other foreign-made merchan- 
dise should be made to sell all of 
them to the workers in the respec- 
tive countries in which they were 
manufactured. I repeat, it is an 
economic crime tospend American- 
earned dollars for foreign-made 
goods. 


“In addition to the disastrous 
economic effect of foreign-made 
products in American industries, 
they are dangerous to the health of 
consumers in this country. 


“I shall cite an example of what 
I mean. Imported meat from 
South America is not inspected be- 
fore it is canned and brought in to 
be sold in this country. Reports of 
disease in herds of cattle are dis- 
regarded. American processed meat 
on the other hand undergoes most 
rigid inspection by our federal au- 
thorities before it can be placed on 
sale. Many other foreign-made 
products are made under the most 
insanitary conditions and are like- 
wise dangerous to public health. 


“If you want to know the reasons 
why you are paying high taxes for 
relief and why it is necessary to 
make so many contributions to 
charitable institutions, you will 
find the answer in the importa- 
tion of foreign-made industrial and 
agrioultural products which have 
been flooding this country during 
the past decade. 


Sale of Union-Label Products 
Benefits Merchants 

“Consumers of this nation spend 
over one hundred million dollars 
daily. Figures which have been 
quoted by President Roosevelt 
show that over half of the goods 
consumed in this country are 
bought by labor. Thus, workers 
and their families spend fifty mil- 
lion dollars daily. These workers 
and the members of their families 
are union label-conscious. Collec- 
tive buying is labor’s most power- 
ful weapon. Every industry and 
every public service should recog- 
nize this fact. 

“During every campaign for 
union label buying, definite results 
are reflected in the cash registers 
of local merchants. 

“For a moment, I desire to ad- 
dress American merchants—large 
and small—in order to arouse their 
interest in co-operating with organ- 
ized labor. Everyone knows the 
paths of all merchants are not 
strewn with roses nor paved with 
profits. More than half of the mer- 
chants who go into business in the 
United States fail during the first 
five years; 85 per cent fail in the 
first seventeen years, 

“American labor believes that 
this appalling percentage of fail- 
ures in business is due to the lack 
of co-operation on the part of busi- 
ness men with organized workers. 
We firmly believe that if local 
merchants would work with organ- 
ized labor we could increase the 
sale of American-made, union la- 
bel goods. This would increase the 
purchasing power of all Ameri- 
cans.”

One Billion Dollars 


More Than Six Hundred Million Dollars 
Paid for Equipment Material 


The tremendous financial gains for those who own and oper- 
ate private industry and the equally large benefits to workers in 
private industry from the operation of the works project admin- 
istration to provide jobs for around two million unemployed 
persons are not generally appreciated by the American public. 

ES A SETS ESTE) SEES 


Most people know that the 
government pays WPA work- 
ers modest wages and realize 
that in addition to the WPA 


workers themselves, merchants, 
landlords and others engaged in 
business benefit from the amounts 
the WPA workers pay for rent 
and the other necessities of life. 
They think that these groups are 
the exclusive beneficiaries of the 
vast amounts which the federal 
government spends for work re- 
lief. 


The facts are that in addition to 
the wages paid WPA workers dur- 
ing the four years ending last June 
30, the purchase of materials for 
the operation of WPA projects 
cost over one billion dollars and 
the rental of equipment cost over 
six hundred million dollars.

Short of Printers in 
England Due to War 


Employers in the printing indus- 
try of England have already begun 
to worry about a possible shortage 
of competent craftsmen, antici- 
pating additional difficulties as 
government issues “calls to the 
colors.” A majority of the several 
branches of the crafts involved 
have been granted exemptions be- 
ginning at the age of 30. 

Cancellations of contracts, in- 
creased operating expenses, gov- 
ernment control of paper, duplica- 
tion of plant facilities in view of 
possible air raids are among the 
many things that bother employ- 
ers. As for the employes, all they 
have to worry about is getting 
killed or crippled.

These included more 
than 55,000 trucks, more than 5,000 
power shovels, graders, draglines 
and similar equipment for exca- 
vation and grading, and more than 
5,000 cranes, mixers, rollers and 
similar equipment for handling and 
placing materials.

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Legislation Affecting 
Maritime Workers Urged 
By the A. F. of L. 


Seamen Benefited by Treaties and Sea Safety Laws 
Already Enacted; American Registration of 
Foreign-Built Whaling Ships Opposed 


Strengthening existing maritime legislation affecting the 
American seamen was urged by the recent annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor at Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The report of the A. F. of L. executive council called attention 
to a number of treaties adopted by the international labor con- 

o# 


ference at Geneva, in 1936 and 
ratified by the United States 
senate in 1938. 


One of the treaties provided 


for certain minimum require- 
ments with respect to the profes- 
sional capacity of officers and stip- 
ulated that vessels under 200 tons 
may be exempted by supplementary 
legislation. Another treaty provided 
certain additional rights to sick 
and injured seamen, including pro- 
visions that if a sick or injured 
seaman has dependents the ship- 
owner must “pay his wages in 
whole or in part as prescribed by 
national laws or regulations from 
the time when he is landed until 
he has been cured of the sickness 


or incapacity has been declared of 
a permanent character,” and that 
such payments may be limited to 
not more than sixteen weeks. Still 
another treaty provides that mi- 
nors under fifteen years of age 
shall not be employed on vessels. 
It remains for congress to pass the 
implementing legislation to make 
this treaty effective. 
Sea Safety Measures Enacted 
Among sea safety measures en- 
acted by the first session of the 
seventy-sixth congress the execu- 
tive council included an amend- 
ment to the load line act to bring 
it in line with the international 
load line treaty by requiring a 
load line on foreign going merchant 
vessels of 150 tons or over, a bill 
relating to governmental supervi- 
sion over the disengaging appara- 
tus and the character of lifeboats, 
floats, ete., and a measure relating 


to the use of hand-worked fire 
pumps. 

Wayes Allotment 

Act Amended 

Congress also enacted, the coun- 
cil said, a measure amending the 
act relating to allotments of sea- 
men’s wages to certain relatives by 
requiring the shipowner (when re- 
quested by the seamen) to deposit 
in a savings bank or a United 
States postal saving depository, as 
designated by the seamen, such por- 
tion of wages earned as may be 
stipulated in the articles. 

Pending Bills Favored 

With regard to measures not yet 
acted upon by congress, as reported 
by the executive council, the con- 
vention adopted the following dec- 
laration submitted by the commit- 
tee on legislation: 

“Bills pending in the 76th con- 
gress include: proposals for inspec- 
tion of conditions in the off-shore 
trade; for the establishment of the 
eight-hour day on inland waters, 
and several measure provided for 
improvement 
ditions and 
laws granting benefits to seamen 
in case of illness, injury, or death. 
Your committee recommends con- 
tinued support of these measures. 
Registration of Foreign-Built 
Whaling Ships Opposed 

“The metal trades department 
has successfully resisted efforts to 
enact legislation that would permit 
American registry of foreign-built 
vessels in the whaling industry. 
The bills are still before congress, 
however, and it is recommended 
that the executive council be in- 
structed to lend all possible sup- 
port to the effort to prevent their 
enactment.”

Labor Leader Asks 
Federal Control 
Of State Forests 


Federal control of the state’s and 
nation’s forests was urged before 
the joint congressional committee 
on forestry at hearings in San 
Francisco during the past week by 
Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, in accordance with action 
of the state executive council of 
the body at its last meeting. 

Appearing as an Invited witness 
before the committee, which is 
making a tour of the nation’s for- 
estry centers, Vandeleur presented 
an outline of California’s forest 
history and stressed the need for 
protective and conservation actions 
through federal forest control. 

The committee held a two-day 
hearing in San Francisco and 
heard from leaders in the lumber- 
ing industry, representatives of 
non-operative lands, research and 
industry, with Vandeleur appearing 
in behalf of labor. Congressman 
Hampton P. Fulmer of South Car- 
olina is chairman of the group, of 
which other members present were 
Congressmen Daniel A. Reed and 
Walter E. Pierce of New York, 
and Harry L. Englebright, Nevada 
City, California. 

In addition to filing a lengthy 
written argument, Vandeleur gave 
answers to a number of questions 


from the committee.

MONTH, UNDER NEW FEDERAL HOUS'NG PLAN 


. | The 


Uncle Sam’s program to enable 
workers in the low-income groups 
to become home owners is now in 
effect. It may turn out to be one of 
the most popular of “New Deal” in- 
novations, and, if its sponsors’ ex- 
pectations are realized, it should 
give a tremendous boost to the still 
lagging construction industry. 

Under the plan, as it was ex- 
plained this week by the federal 
housing administration, it will be 
possible for any person with a lot 
valued at $150 or more to borrow 
up to $2,500 for the construction of 
a dwelling. All the cash he needs 
will be to cover the cost of search- 
ing the title of the lot and record- 
ing the deed. 


The loans will be made by banks 
and building and loan associations, 
thousands of which in all parts of 
the country are co-operating. The 
FHA gets back of the borrower, in- 
dorses his note and guarantees its 
repayment if the borrower should 
default. 

When a loan is made, the lend- 
ing agency takes a note which is 
repayable in 15 years or less, as 
agreed upon by the borrower and 
lender. If the amount is $2,500, the 
monthly payment would be $20.90, 
which covers principal, interest and 


charges. At the end of 15 years the | 
note would be canceled and the| 


home owner would have his prop- 
erty clear of debt.

If the bank chooses, 
it can make a loan covering the 
cost of the lot and dwelling, but 
only the cost of construction will 
be insured. 

“The lot owner snould go to a 
bank or building or loan associa- 
tion in his neighborhood and make 
application for a loan. By applica- 
tion to the regional office of the 
FHA in the Ray building, Oakland, | 
or to headquarters at Washington, 
the prospective borrower will be 
furnished a list of co-operating in- 
stitutions. 

“If the lending institution is sat- 
isfied that the applicant is worthy, 
it will make the loan, and the gov- 
ernment will promptly insure its 
repayment. From that point on the 
borrower deals entirely with the 
lender, making such payments as 
have been agreed upon, running up 
to not longer than 15 years.”

Waiting Period in 
Unemployment Act 
Is Changed 


Employe Who Leaves His 
Work Without Good Cause 
Must Wait Four Weeks 


Before Receiving Insurance 


Waiting period provisions of the 
new unemployment insurance act 
have been changed slightly to per- 
mit the California employment 
commission to impose more severe 
penalties for misconduct. 

The regular waiting period of 
two weeks for lay-offs continues as 
previously, as well as the four 


week waiting period for voluntary | 


quits, that is, in instances where 
the employe leaves his work with- 
out good cause. 

Discharges for misconduct, how- 
ever, call for an eight, instead of 
a four week waiting period. Also, 
under the new law, the commis- 
sion may impose a penalty period 
of four weeks during which no 
benefits will be paid to the claim- 
ant in the event a false statement 
or misrepresentation of facts has 
been resorted to in obtaining bene- 
fits. This is in addition, of course, 
to the regular two week waiting 
period. 


While provisions of the law may 
seem slightly more stringent than 
the previous law with regard to the 
waiting period, imposition of these 
penalties depend on the employer. 
Unless the commission received no- 
tice in writing from an employer 
within five days after a claimant 
leaves his employment that the 
quit was voluntary, or for reasons 
of misconduct, the department as- 


| sesses no penalty waiting period. 


If employers file notice of a vol- 
untary quit, or of misconduct, the 
claim is determined the same as 
any other claim, that is, adjust- 
ment is sought, and in the event 
of a dispute, the claimant may file 


an appeal.

Loss of 15,000 Jobs Visioned

The commercial telegraphers’

In the course of his remarks 
he criticized the American Federa- | 
tion of Labor because it had done| 
backbiting, as he called it, and 
called bad names to those who did 
not agree with us. He congratu- | 
lated some of our unions on the 
Pacific coast that had been con- 
ciliatory to the CIO and one that | 
had contributed money to the CIO. |

Should Be Prohibited From 
Joining the League 

“All of this may not seem to you 
to be relevant, but to us who are 
meeting it every day, and finding 
the governor of a state taking such 
a position, it is so plain to us it is | 
like getting hit in the face, and} 
you can not miss it. It seems to 
me, and it seems to the California 
State Federation of Labor, as is 
evidenced by that resolution, that 
this convention would see to it that 
subordinate bodies, state federa- 
tions and central councils should 
be forbidden to at least have offi- 
cers in executive positions who 
are members of labor’s non-parti- 
san league and take orders from it 
that are contrary to the position | 
taken by the labor movement itself. 
League Favors CIO 
Opposes A. F. of L. 

“The president of the San Fran- 
cisco council is a member of la- 
bor’s non-partisan league. He ad- 
mits that he goes to the meetings 
and follows the program adopted 
by the non-partisan league, which

way through. 

“The CIO on the Pacific coast | 
would never have gone far were it 
not for this labor’s non-partisan 
league. This is especially true in 
the fish canneries and the lumber 
industry in the northern part of 
the state, where we find them 
sticking their noses, and then 
when they come back to their own 
local unions they say they have a 
right to exercise their political 
franchise as they see fit. 

“I hope when the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of 
Labor goes after that part of the 
resolution referred to it they will 
find a way, without jeopardizing 
the democratic rights of any mem- 
ber of organized labor, to see that 
members of an organization that is 
antagonistic to and dual to the 
American Federation of Labor 
shall go and live with that organ- 
ization and leave the American 
Federation of Labor alone.”

Over 500,000 Persons Eligible 


For 1940 Retirement Pensions 


Social Security Board Takes Steps to Contact Three 
Groups of Potential Beneficiaries for Monthly 
Old-Age and Survivors’ Pensions 


Steps are being taken by the so- 
cial security board to contact 528,- 
575 account holders, who may be 
eligible to retirement benefits in 
1940, and to inform them of their 
rights under the amended law, John 
Corson, director of the bureau of 


old-age and survivors’ insurance, 
announced, 
“Data is currently being pre- 


pared to inform these groups of 
their eligibility under the retire- 
ment provisions,” said Mr. Corson. 


“First are those who have re- 
ceived lump-sum payments under 
the original social security act. A 
total of 178,575 persons received 
$9,930,751.83 in such payments up 
to August 10, 1939, when the act 
was amended and lump-sum pay- 
ments ceased. 

“Many in this group will be eli- 
gible for monthly benefits begin- 
ning in January, 1940. Letters have 
been sent to each such beneficiary 
informing them of the changes in 


the act and of their possible 
rights as a result of the amend-| 
ments. These are people who ex- 


pected no further benefits and to 
whom the monthly benefits will 
come as a windfall. 
Six Quarters of Covered 
Employment Required 

“They must, however, show six 
quarters of covered employment to 
establish their claim. They must 
make formal application and the 
future monthly payments will be 
in lieu of the lump-sum payment 
they have previously received. 
Monthly payments will not begin 


| until the amount of that lump sum 


has been deducted.” 

Illustrating this deduction of 
earlier lump-sum payments, Mr. 
Corson cited the case of a worker 


who had received a lump-sum pay- | 


ment of $125 ten months ago when 
he attained the age of 65, 
and his family apply for 1940 bene- 
fits and are entitled to $50 each 
month they would receive no check 
for January, no check for Febru- 
ary, only $25 for March, and there- 
after they would receive the full 
$50 each month. The $125 would be 
deducted under the law to cover 
the previous $125 lump-sum pay- 
ment.

SHOWS INCREASE IN

Collection of unpaid wages dur- 
ing November, 1939, increased ap- 
proximately 31 per cent over No- 
vember of last year, reported H. C. 
Carrasco, state labor commissioner

Close to $53,000 was 
with $40,565 during November a 
year ago. For 
period since January 1, 1939, col- 
lections of unpaid wages have 
amounted to $493,518. “This is more 
than the total collections for the 


| full year 1938, which amounted to 


$470,000,” said Mr. Carrasco. 

During November, 2,493 
plaints of labor law violations were 
received by the labor commission- 
er’s office, bringing the total com- 
plaints to 24,901 for the eleven 
month period since the first of the 
year. The bulk of these claims 


were for failure to pay wages due. | 


During this period more than 53.7 
per cent of the wage claims have 
been disposed 
collection of unpaid wages 
against 47.5 per cent for the cor- 
responding period of 1938.

Eligible workers and de- 
pendents in this group will also be 
entitled to monthly benefits imme- 
diately upon their retirement. 
“The third group are those who 
will reach the age of 65 in the year 
1940 and who will become eligible 


for benefits immediately upon 
their retirement. This group also 
numbers approximately 175,000, 


bringing the total for whom claims 
data is now being prepared to 
528,575.” 
Staff in 400 Field Offices 
Ready to Assist Eligibles 

To facilitate the job of inform- 
ing these latter two groups, photo- 
static reproductions of the com- 
plete wage records of eligible 
workers, as reported by their em- 
ployers, and of their original ap- 
plications for social security ac- 
counts have been prepared. The 
more than 400 field offices of the 
social security board will receive 
these records for workers who have 
already attained age 65; the rec- 
ords for those workers who will at- 


| tain age 65 in 1940 will be mailed at 


monthly intervals during 1940. 
Insured workers who live near 
field offices will then receive let- 
ters requesting them to call at such 
offices to review their accounts and 
to learn what steps they should 
take to assure themselves maxi- 
mum benefits. To serve those who 
live at considerable distance from 
established field offices itinerant 
stations are being set up where 
field representatives of the board 
will interview account holders by 
appointment. Those now eligible 
will be contacted immediately; the 
others will be contacted as their 


Four Account Holders’ Groups 
Have Most to Gain 

“Four groups of account holders 
have most to gain through this ac- 
tion,” said Mr. Corson. 

“Those who have received lump- 
sum benefits under the old law, 
and who expected no further bene- 
fits.” 

“Those who, because of repeated 
change of residence, recent unem- 
ployment or carelessness, have lost 
touch with their accounts and 
might, otherwise, have lost sev- 
eral months’ benefit through over- 
looking their rights.” 

“Those who wish to remain em- 
but who 
will then undertake part-time or 
employment. Though 
these workers may not be immedi- 
ately eligible for payments they 
may, by prompt application, peg 
their future monthly benefits to 
the higher average monthly wage 
they had before sixty-five.” 

“Those who have sometimes

Notes of the State 
Conference of Painters 


The California state conference 
of painters held it’s semi-annual 
executive board meeting in Fresno 
last Saturday and Sunday. 


Attending the meeting from the 
bay district were Al Wahlberg, 
Russ Roberfs and Dewey Mead. 
Matters of vital importance to the 
painters throughout the state were 
discussed, with plans being formu- 
lated that should benefit the paint- 
ers, the most important of which 
was the setting up of a committee 
to establish a state-wide blanket 
agreement covering all oil com- 
pany work outside of the refin- 
eries; as well as setting up of an 
agreement covering all painting 
work within the confines of the 
oil companies’ refineries. These 
agreements when _  consumated 
should prove of great benefit to all 


painters engaged in this type of 
painting. 

Representatives of the confer- 
ence wil) meet with representa- 


tives of the state building trades 
council in San Francisco the com- 
ing week to draw up changes in 
our present agreement so that the 
regulations covering the use of the 
spray machine and the shop card 
clause will be uniform throughout 
the state. These changes will be- 
come effective in the very near fu- 
ture. 

Secretary Russell reported that 
during the past year the confer- 
ence has been instrumental in es- 
tablishing the prequalification 
clause into the license laws, which 
requires all applicants for licenses 
to pass an examination before li- 
cense is issued; also stricter en- 
forcement of the health laws rela- 
tive to spray painting; and the 
furtherance of the apprenticeship 
training program. 

All in all the painters’ conference 
is active and proving themselves to 
be a militant and progressive part 
of the painters’ international and 
worthy of the full support of all 
painters throughout the state. The 
next annual session of the state 
conference will be held in Long 
Beach next April. 

Machine Perils Miners

of natural or other causes, will be 
forced to close, the report said.

Policy of Some Fire Department Officers in Ohio 
Victimizing Firemen Because of Their Union Membership 
Strongly Condemned by American Federation of Labor 


The action of the fire depart- 
ments in certain Ohio cities in re- 
fusing to promote members of the 
fire fighters’ union, A. F. of L. af- 
filiate, because of their union mem- 
bership received the unanimous 
condemnation of the delegates to 
the 1939 convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

The subversive policy applied by 
the fire departments of some mu- 
nicipals was brought to the atten- 
tion of the convention by Delegate 
Thomas J. Donnelly of the Ohio 
State Federation of Labor. 

“Officers and members of the 
fire department who are militant 
in promoting the affairs of the fire 
fighters’ union,” the resolution de- 
clared, “are being passed up in pro- 
motion and otherwise  discrimi- 
nated against in some cities be- 
cause their union activities bring 
them into controversies with the 
officials over wages or working 
conditions. 

“This policy tends to promote 
men to the position of officers in 
the fire department who are not in 
sympathy with trade union princi 
ples, and at the same time dis- 
courages many of our 
bers from taking an active part in 
the organization for fear of being 
discriminated against when they 
seek advancement. 

“This is usually done under some 
subterfuge within the law (such as 
grading a man down for lack of 
co-operation), because this man

3,000,000 Fewer Men in Jobs 


Last month the American Fed- 
eration of Labor issued a startling 
report showing that machines are 
junking workers so fast that in- 
dustry can turn out production at 
top levels of 1937 with 1,000,000 
fewer employes. Government agen- 
cies reported an identical trend. 

This week the A. F. of L. fol- 
lowed up the earlier survey with 
another which gave added proof of 
the ominous tendency. It pointed 
out that industrial output in No- 
vember had climbed above Amer- 
ica’s all-time peak set in May, 1929, 
but that this record was achieved 
with 3,000,000 less workers. 


In other words, mechanization 
wiped out 2,000,000 jobs between 
1929 and 1937, and another million 
in the last two years alone, the A. 
F. of L. explained.

The saving of 2,000,000 jobs is 
proof that hour reduction offers a 
major solution to the problem of 
unemployment, the A. F. of L. de- 
clared. 

“These figures are a convincing 
answer,” it said, “to those who 
claim that further reduction of 
work hours will prevent American 
industry from reaching the produc- 
tion levels needed for an adequate 
living standard.” 

War Boom Doesn’t Matertlalize 

So far, the “war boom” has ab- 
sorbed the unemployed only at a 
snail’s pace, compared to the num- 
ber still idle, the A. F. of L. made 
it plain. Between July and October, 


the nation’s payrolls had a net gain |‘ 


of 1,084,000, but over 9,200,000 re- 
main on the jobless rolls, 

The report also cited another 
serious problem confronting the na- 
tion as it goes into war production, 
requiring many trained craftsmen. 
Though over 9,000,000 are idle, some 
industries are claiming that a 
shortage of skilled and semi-skilled 
workers exists. 

The answer, according to the A. 
F. of L. is to set up a nation-wide 
re-training program for young peo- 
ple and those whose skills have 
been ruined by machines. If such a 
program is to be carried out effec- 
tively, organized labor should have 
an adequate voice in its adminis- 
tration, the A. F. of L. stressed. 
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Let 1940 continue the true unionism that has 
brought success to the A. F. of L. and prosperity 
to members of Organized Labor.

Labor Unions Urged 
To Purchase Copy 
Of Labor Code 


Calling attention to a number of 
important changes in the labor 
laws of the state enacted by the 
last legislature, representatives of 
the state department of industrial 
relations, today urged all employ- 
ers, labor unions, and interested 
parties to secure copies of the la- 
bor code for 1939. 


The new code includes changes 
and additions, enacted by the 1939 
session of the legislature. The prin- 
cipal revisions are those affecting 
negotiations and arbitrations of la- 
bor disputes, obedience to the la- 
bor commissioner’s subpoenas, aid 
of the labor commissioner in re- 
covery of workmen’s tools, statute 
of limitations on suits for penal- 
ties, exception to pay-check law, 
the kick-back law, eight-hour law 
for women, labor contractors, em- 
ployment agencies, trade schools, 
discrimination in employment on 
public works, apprentices on pub- 
lic works, regulation of homework, 
and the new apprenticeship act, 
and the workmen’s compensation 
act. 


Copies of the labor code are 
available at the offices of the su- 
perintendent of documents in Sac- 
ramento, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles for the nominal sum of 
seventy-five cents. 


WAGE RAISE PACT WON 


BY VANCOUVER DRIVERS | 


Officials of General Truck Driv- 
ers’ Union, Local 31, of the team- 
sters, chauffeurs, stablemen and 
helpers’ international brotherhood, 
announced the negotiation of a 
closed shop agreement with Mac- 
donald’s Consolidated, Ltd., whole- 
sale grocers, covering drivers who 
were recently organized by the 
union, and also an agreement cov- 
ering the firm’s warehouse em- 
ployes. These two agreements make 
the employes of the company prac- 
tically one hundred per cent or- 
ganized, 


Union officials said that the 
agreement covering employes in 
the warehouse increases wages 
amounting to over $6,000 per year 
were secured, and that despite this 
financial outlay the representatives 
of the firm went through the ne- 
gotiations in a friendly spirit. 


Tampa Employers Sign 
Electrical Union Pact 


Officials of Local No. 108 of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers of America, A. F. 
of L. affiliate, announced the final- 
ization of closed-shop agreements 
with eight Tampa, Florida electri- 
cal contractors, 

The agreements, which reflect 
largely those that expired Novem- 
ber 1, provide for a 40-hour week 
with an hourly pay scale of $1.25. 
The electrical workers’ union has 
more than one hundred members 
employed in Tampa and approxi- 
mately fifty more in nearby cities.

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Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


At last the progressive mine workers are getting a day in court. At 
last the miners of this country, subjugated by John L. Lewis just as op- 
pressively as the German people have been by Adolf Hitler, can tell 
their story. 

That story, crowded with sensational detail, was related this week by | 
Joe Ozanic, aggressive president of the P. M. W. before the congres- 
sional committee investigating the national labor relations board. 

Perhaps the most vicious aspect of the disclosures made by Ozanic 
was the fact that this national] labor relations board, although warned 
| by one of its own regional directors that Lewis’ henchmen had threat- 
|ened to shoot and kill any miner who joined the progressives, refused 
|to hear or consider scores of petitions filed by the P. M. W. 

Instead, the board gave its official sanction to the corrupt system 
which has established a closed corporation between the united mine 
workers of the CIO and the coal mine operators in most parts of the 
country, 

Ozanic declared that the workers in almost a hundred mines in West 
Virginia, Kansas and other states rebelled against John L, Lewis’ dom- 
ination and joined the progressives. Acting for these men, the progres- 
;sives demanded that the labor board designate the P. M. W. as their 
|collective bargaining agency. But the board, falling back on the ex- 
pedient of constituting an entire region instead of the individual mine 
as the appropriate collective bargaining agency, closed its eyes to the 
spirit of the national labor relations act and perverted the true pur- 
poses of that law. It refused the P. M. W. petitions, It forced the miners 
to pay dues to the united mine workers against their will. It denied more 
than eighty thousand miners the basic right under the law to be repre- 
jsented by a union of their own choosing. 

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN? 

Why did the labor board make such a ruling’ shat is the question the 
American Federation of Labor has been asking with increasing fre- 
quency and insistence in these and a great many other similar cases. 
That is the question the congressional committee must answer at the 
conclusion of its investigations. We can give them the answer right now. 
The labor board has been used as an adjunct of the CIO and of John 
L. Lewis. It has been his right arm in his campaign to destroy the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Just to make it look “kosher” the board has, 
in a few unimportant cases, ruled against the CIO. But this was mere 
camouflage. Its real purpose and its chief activity since the CIO was 
created have been to work hand-in-glove with the CIO in a political- 
economic alliance against industry and against the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

The whole situation is “smelly,” not only a few cases so described by 
board member William Leiserson. It is not only “messy,” but a com- 
plete mess. 

Mr. Leiserson’s testimony was extremely revealing. Here was a mem-|

Remember that Mr. Leiserson was appointed to the national labor | 
relations board to replace Donald Wakefield Smith, whose sympathies 
were so pronouncedly in favor of the CIO that the American Federa- 
tion of Labor conducted an intensive campaign to see to it that he was 
not reappointed. If Donald Wakefield Smith had remained in office | 
what chance would there have been of him speaking out as Mr. Leiser- 
son has? 

The newest member of the labor board not only criticized the activi- 
ties of the organization’s personnel but challenged the principles under- 
lying key decisions of the board. His most significant declaration in this 
respect was that the position taken by the majority of the board in de- 
termining the appropriate unit for collective bargaining tends to de- | 
stroy and submerge craft unions. Here is a member of the board com-| 
pletely sustaining the position of the American Federation of Labor in| 
seeking to amend the Wagner act! 

If further confirmation were needed of the labor board’s favoritism to 
CIO unions, the remarks of John Boettiger, son-in-law of President 
Roosevelt, as relayed to the board by one of its regional directors, should 
supply it. Mr. Boettiger felt the newspaper of which he is editor had 
been treated shabbily by agents of the labor board who decided in favor 
of the CIO union involved.

ST. JOHN BUS DRIVERS 
CHOOSE A. F. OF L. UNION 


The Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes of America, A. F. 
of L. affiliate, certainly mopped 
up the CIO and the All-Canadian 
congress of labor In organizing the 
bus and truck drivers of the Scotia 
Motor transport in New Bruns- 
wick and negotiating an adequate 
agreement for the drivers and help- 
ers on the buses and trucks. 

The Scotia Motor transport had 
a reputation for being rather tough 
toward its employes with regard to 
the question of wages and hours. 
Until the A. F. of L. affiliate or- 
ganized the drivers and helpers, 
the conditions were substandard, 
characterized by low wages and 
long hours. 

The CIO and the All-Canadian 
congress of labor made a desperate 
attempt to take the Scotia Motor 
transport drivers and helpers un- 
der their wings, but failed com- 
pletely in the attempt. 

The employes expressed them- 
selves as 100 per cent in favor of 
the amalgamated association, with 
A. F. of L. leaders performing ac- 
tive roles in the organization. 


PHILADELPHIA LABOR 
FIGHTS TAX ON WAGES 


The A. F. of L. central labor 
union here is leading the fight on 
the 1% per cent wage tax ordinance 
passed by the Philadelphia city 
council. 

The receiver of taxes, Frank J. 
Willard, estimated that the collec- 
tion of the tax, which starts on the 
first pay-day in January, will yield 
about $18,000,000 to balance the 
1940 municipal budget. 

The impost, hitting approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 workers, will re- 
main in force until it is repealed, 
since the ordinance contains no 
provision limiting its life. 

According to the ordinance, 
wage earners will be required to pay 
the following tax on their weekly 
earnings; $15, 22% cents; $20, 30 
cents; $25, 37% cents; $30, 45 cents; 
$50, 75 cents. 

In the higher brackets the fol- 


lowing tax will be paid on weekly |} 


earnings: $75, $1.12%; $100, $1.50; 
$200, $3 

The tax on wages applies to 
every resident of Philadelphia who 
works for a living, practices a pro- 
fession or operates an unincorpo- 


rated business, whether it is in the 


city or not. . 


Uniform Barber Prices 
Set for Indianapolis 


The state board of barber exam- 
iners has established uniform prices 
and uniform hours for all barber 
shops in Indianapolis in an effort 
to stabilize the industry and elim- 
inate “chiseling.” 


The enactment of the law under 
which the board acted was sought 
for many years by the sevens a 
barbers’ union and was included in 
the legislative program of the In- 
diana State Federation of Labor. 
The price and hour provisions were 
placed in the state law, which was 
originally enacted in 1933, during 
the 1939 session of the Indianapolis 
legislature. 

These amendments set out that a 
schedule of hours and prices could 
be placed in effect if approved by 
80 per cent of the licensed barbers 
in any trade area, This approval 
was obtained in the Indianapolis 
area.

Resolution Adopted by 
The Convention 


The text of the resolution adopted 
by the convention follows: 


“Whereas, The American federa- 
tion of government employes at its 
convention held in Atlantic City, 
New Jersey, September 11 to 14, 
1939, adopted the following objec- 
tives as its legislative program: 


“1, Optional retirement at full 
annuity after 30 years of service; 
optional retirement at proportion- 
ate annuity after 15 years of serv- 
ice; increased annuities to not less 
than 50 per cent of the ‘average 
compensation for those receiving 
compensation in excess of $2,400 a 
year; immediate life annuity after 
15 years of service at 55; unquali- 
fied disability retirement after 55| 
years of age; joint survivorship an- 
nuity privileges for present annu- 
itants; continuance of persons who 
have recovered from disabilities on 
the annuity rolls until reinstated; 
and additional deductions from 
compensation if necessary to secure 
more liberal retirement benefits. 

“2. Establishment of a beard of 
appeals to hear and render deci-| 
sions on appeals of employes herein 
determined with authority to en- 
force its decisions so as to fully 
protect the rights of employes.

Low Wages Paid New York Waitresses 


Those optimists who so frequently express the conviction 
that employers throughout the United States are wedded to the 
payment of high wages will be considerably disillusioned by the 
recent report of Miss Frieda S. Miller, industrial commissioner 
of New York state, to the state minimum wage board for the 
restaurant industry which stated that the average weekly wages 
of women in New York city restaurants are below the relief 
standards set by the department of welfare and other relief 
agencies for subsistence budgets. 

The report pointed out that the standard of the charity or- 
ganization society is $3.73 more a week than the average res- 
taurant employes earned. Even with tips, it was emphasized 
that less than half of the waitresses were paid enough wages to 
bring the standard up to the relief basis. 

The medium annual earnings of the waitresses were found 
to be only one-half of the sum required for adequate mainte- 
nance as determined by the department of labor in its cost of 
living study which sets $1,059.68 for a woman living with her 
family and $1,160.75 if living alone. 


Labor Movement Well Defined 


An excellent definition of the labor movement was recently 
given by John P. Coyne, president of the A. F. of L. building 
and construction trades department. Speaking before the New 
York building congress, composed of all factors in the building 
industry, Mr. Coyne defined the labor movement as follows: 

“Reduced to the simplest terms it is nothing more, nothing 
less, than organized expression of the human urge for better 
living that has lifted mankind from cave dwelling to dwelling in 
air-cooled homes with modern plumbing, and electric refrigera- 
tion; the urge that is responsible for the progress from the tom- 
tom-beating medicine man to the great hospitals where men of 
science work what, even in our younger days, and we are not 
old men, would have been called miracles.”

People Held Necessary for Democracy 


The American Federation of Labor at its 1939 convention re- 
emphasized the fundamental importance of adequate public 
schools and insisted that school boards should include represen- 


tatives of organized labor in ord 


er that the interests of the chil- 


dren of the workers may be adequately protected. 


The importance of the pub- 
lic school system in its rela- 
tionship to the workers came 
before the convention in the 


following report of the com- 
mittee on education, which the 
convention adopted: 


“Education is America’s biggest 
business enterprise. In terms of 
budgets, of capital invested, of per- 
sonnel employed, and students en- 
rolled it is a vast undertaking. 
Nearly one in four of our popula- 
tion is in some kind of school. 
Twelve Billion Dollars 
Invested in Education

ALIENS IMPORTED 
TO MAN “SPEEDUP” 
PLANT UNDER FIRE | 


Labor leaders are up in arms 
over a threat to the jobs of Amer- 
ican union workers brought about 
by a “shoe city” that Jan Bata of 
Czechoslovakia is building on the 
flats off Chesapeake bay, a few 
miles from Washington. 

Bata is known as the “Henry | 
Ford” of shoes. He has plants} 
scattered throughout the world, all) 
operating on a mass-production | 
“speedup” basis. In nearly every} 
country he has been opposed by or- | 
ganized labor. 

He extended his $350,000,000 cor- 
poration into the United States last | 
May. Six weeks ago, at Belcamp, 
Md., he finished a five-story plant| 
which is the first of 11 to be built.! 
Around the factory a “company 
town” is going up. 

To start operations, Bata peti- 
tioned the immigration service of | 
the department of labor to let in | 


100 workmen from his huge plant | 
in Zlin, Czechoslovakia. Bata| 
claimed they were needed as “in-| 
structors,” to train local employes 
in “complicated” machine pro- 
cesses. Men of equal skill could 
not be obtained in America, Bata 
maintained. 

Union chiefs strongly protested 
the application, contending that 
plenty of American craftsmen with 
skill greater than the Czechoslo-| 
vakians are walking the streets 
looking for jobs. The protests were 
unheeded. 

Unions Charge Fraud 

Labor is keeping up its fight. 
President John J. O’Mara of the A. | 
F. of L. boot and shoe workers’ 
union and Powers Hapgood, head | 
of the CIO united shoe workers, | 
have joined in a demand that the| 
Czechoslovakians be deported. 

Both unions maintained that per- 
mission to bring in the aliens was 
obtained by fraud. The united 
shoe workers insisted that the for- 
eigners be not only shipped back, 
but that the Bata company be “ap-| 
propriately penalized for its decep- 
tion.”

ings, equipment and endowment 
for all our educational institutions 
is over twelve billion dollars. There 
is an annual budget of nearly

Education Is Democracy’s Life 

“To this commitment labor has 
dedicated itself for more than a 
century. From the first convention 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor down to this hour labor has 
placed the subject of education as 
one of its central concerns, be- 
cause education was so central to 
the future welfare of America. 
Moreover, American labor believes 
firmly that one of the criteria by 
which to judge of the level of civ- 
ilization attained by a people is re- 
flected in the proportion of public 
funds expended on the education 
of the citizenship. Education is not 
for democracy, but is in the high- 
est sense democracy, because the 
full growth and development of in- 
dividuals can take place only in a 
society of free men. 

“In the year that has just closed 
since the last convention the per- 
manent committee on education 


|has given careful consideration to 


various educational bills before the 
congress of the United States and 
has given invaluable aid to the for- 
mulation of labor's policy toward 


:such legislation. 


“This committee has addressed 
itself to such matters as vocational 
education, the representation of la- 
bor upon school boards and boards 
of trustees of public libraries, fed- 
eral grants-in-aid, the youth prob- 
lem, and on the extension of ap- 
prenticeship programs. 

Labor’s Voice in School 
Administration Urged 

“It is the considered opinion of 
the permanent committee on edu- 
cation that the time has come for 
the broadening of the principle of 
representation by labor on such lo-

It also urges the need for 
wise planning by labor to bring its 
maximum contribution to bear in 
the development of vocational ed- 
ucation, juvenile placement and 
adult education. 

“Your committee would associate 
itself with both the spirit and pur- 
pose of this policy and recommends 
that this convention add its sup- 
port to this broad purpose. We fur- 
ther desire to commend the perma- 
nent committee for their leader- 
ship and urge an even more active 
program for the new year.”

Labor's Stake 
In the Census 


Unemployment, Jobs, 
Income and Housing Will 
Be Thoroughly Covered 
By the Sixteenth Count of 
Our Population Next Spring 


The deep interest working men 
and women have in the federal 
census to be taken next spring is 
emphasized in a statement on the 
scope of this comprehensive count 
of the population of the United 
States issued by the bureau of the 
census. 


“Labor should be more than or- 
dinarily interested in the sixteenth 
decennial census of population 
which will start on April 1, 1940, 
and in the several other censuses 
which will be taken by the bureau 
of the census during the same 
year,” the statement said. 


“Nineteen hundred and forty is 
the 150th anniversary of the first 
census of population in the United 
States; and since 1790 the num- 
ber of our people has grown from 
a little under 4,000,000 to over 130,- 
000,000. With this enormous growth 
of population has come a great in- 
crease in America’s problems, and 
especially in labor’s problems. It is 
one of the functions of the census 
reports to help to define and clar- 
ify those problems for those who 
are trying to solve them—among 
whom trades union leaders are of 
paramount importance. 


All Fields of Labor Covered 
“There is hardly an activity of 
labor, unorganized as well as or- 
ganized, upon which the census 
does not touch, and which may not 
be seen more clearly as a result of 
the tabulations of the bureau. 


“This is especially true for 1940, 
because the number of social and 
economic problems created by the 
unsettled conditions of the last ten 
years has caused those in charge 
of the preparation of the census 
schedules to put more emphasis 
than ever before on formulating 
questions which bear directly upon 
social and economic problems. 
These are, of course, matters of 
paramount importance to labor. 


“The four greatest problems of 
the working men are all closely 
dealt with by the census, and sta- 
tistical data concerning them may 
be forthcoming after the returns 
are in which will be of very real 
value in arriving at partial or com- 
plete solutions of them. These four 
problems are: unemployment, jobs, 
income and housing.”
